GEHE7A (3 Karoh 1902) (Hew Entropy Press) t Cub reporter Tlad Dracul has learned 
of neir and unusual happenings at Windsor Castle recently. He files the following 
report • "On the morning of 15 February last, a waspish, soxoungy Turk, olaiming to 
represent the Sublime Porte, requested an audience tilth the King. The Turk, who 
introduced himself as Omar al-*Iuddiwawa ibn-Had, bore a most astounding message o 
TIjo Sublime Porte, conoerned with the rise of piracy in the eastern Mediterranean, 
w,s offering to protect British shipping for a paltry M»000,000 a year.

"Well, it was really quite easy* We knew we were up against a determined foe. The 
Italian army has many victories to its credit*, Last September, for instance, it won 
the Battle of Tunis against the ferocious resistance of an estimated 16 old men, two 
boys, a dog, three cats, a rabid monkey, a herd of vicious goldfish, and a partidge 
in a pear tree*. Just last month, the Italians defeated the intrepid Albanian army, 
Enver Hokneea Pasha, even though he had been augmented by an entire corps of wool- 
industry ewes (who also moonlight as prostitutes for the Turkish tourist trade) o As 
you can see, this is an enemy we could not take fffl$ lightly* He determined to face 
them id. tii courage and resolutiono He also flew the Ethiopian flag. The minute they 
saw it, they cut and ran in all directions* In fact? word of an Ethiopian attack 
got back to the Army of Veneeia-iombardia, which immediately retreated into Savoy.

BEKLX1I (2 Hay 1902) (ff.E.P.) : The appearance of vast Russian forces, supported 
cloud;-? of Cossack cavalry and droves of impressed camp followers, has apparently 
not caused any panic in the German oapital* The Court and the government are oalmly 
fleeing uith all due deliberate haste, toward Hanover. The Army— the Home Guard, to 
be exact, is methodically crushing the careful riots of the oitiaenry, while other 
3erlinne:?s are methaSioally looting, pillaging, burning, and otherwise preparing to 
greet thn Slavic occupation forces expected to reach here by September/. The Kaiser,

UABRID (7 May 1902)(ff.E.P.) t The French Occupation Authority today issued a 
statement thanking the Spanish people for their enthusiastic reception of the forces- 
of the Republics which are in Spain to save the country from a planned invasion by 
the brutnl, warmongering barbarians of Tibet (or possibly Ghad) e The statement read, 
in part, "We greatly appreciate the many presents of the populace, particularly the 
toma^es and eggs— although these were presented with considerably more enthusiasm 
than was strictly necessary. The many baskets of mushrooms delivered to our boys were 
also appreciated. Even though they all turned out to be toadstools, it is after all 
the thought that counts. We are enjoying our stay in your charming country and our 
men are learning to know you and to appreciate your wonderful customs. He had no 
idea, fore instance, that "frog" was a term of endearment. We do have on© request, 
however.
